REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
arts Deardurff et al. (US 6,783,819 B2) and Vincent et al. (US 6,951 ,672 B2) teach a 
recording medium comprising a substrate and a porous coating on the substrate, 
wherein the porous coating comprises modified inorganic particles to be bonded to a 
dye in an ink via ionic bonding. Neither Deardurff nor Vincent teach or suggest covalent 
bonding between the modified inorganic particles and the dye in the ink. 

5. Furthermore, Held et al. (US 5,429,860) teaches an ink/media set comprising a 
support, an ink receiving layer and an ink layer in the order thereof, wherein the ink 
receiving layer comprises a polymer, a reactive component and inorganic fillers. The 
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ink comprises a dye, which forms covalent bond with the reactive component. Held 
does not teach or suggest that the dye forms covalent bond with the inorganic fillers and 
does not teach or suggest that the inorganic fillers are treated with the reactive 
component.
